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Lectotypes are designated for five nominal species of Aelia and Neottiglossa. 
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In this paper, lectotypes are designated for 
some species of the Palaearctic Aeliini (Pentato- 
midae). The specimens are kept at the Museum 
National d’Histoire Naturelle, Paris (MNHN) 
and Muzeul de Istorie Naturala “Grigore Anti- 
pa”, Bucharest (MGAB). Type labels added by 
the authors are not cited. The following abbre- 
viations are used: h — handwritten label; p — 
printed label. All specimens under considera- 
tion are pinned ones.
